SYRACUSE, N. Y., Aug. 26—William 
J. Bryan took up campaigning today at 
about an hour before the sun was up. 
After a few hours rest from the Utica 
meeting, which did not end until half 
an hour before midnight, and after a 
hurried breakfast he and Mrs. Bryan 
boarded the local 
passenger 
train 
which left Utica at quarter past seven. 
There was no parlor car on the train 
and they took seats in the common 
coach. 
The passengers crowded about 
them for handshakes and autographs. 
Iftr. Bryan had little to say about the 
dinner with Senator Hill, which was 
undoubtedly on« of the most important 
events of his New York tour. "It was 
purely a social affair." he said to the 
representative of the Associated Press. 
Although the absence of Senator Hill 
from the political meeting which fol- 
lowed the dinner was commented upon, 
the remarks made by the candidate in 
his Albany speech, which was fresh 
from Wolfert's Roost, that the support 
of those who would not endorse every 
plank of the platform was expected 
was commented upon as significant. 


There is a general impression among 
those with the candidate that he re- 
ceived aEsurances that Senator Hill will 
declare for the ticket. 
Two or three 
croasi^ds stations were passed without 
any demonstrations at the early hour, 
but at Rome there were 300 people, to 
whom the candidate spoke. He said: 
' I do not suppose the train will stop 
long enough for me to say anything to 
you, but I rather imagine, hovrever, 
from what I can see, that you are not 
afraid of being overwhelmned with a 
flood of money. Some of our opponents 
tell us that if we have free coinage of 
silver we will have so much money that 
we won't know what to do with it. The 
enemies of silver say the gold of the 
country would go out of circulation 
and that we would not be able to coin 
enough silver for our use. It rather 
amuses me that they expect the people 
to believe this, because there are lots ef 
towns which do not object to the 
location of a mint in their midst. We 
do not believe that the free coinage of 
silver will do it. We believe that the 
free coinage of isijlver will bring gold to 
this country, and that, too, without the 
aid of syndicates.*' 


In Hanover square, Syracuse 5.000 
people gathered to hear Mr. Bryan. 
Mrs. Bryan, exhausted by the exciting 
journey of the previous day, remained 
in her room at the Yale and for the 
first time in the campaign failing to 
hear her husband speak. 
Mr. Bryan 
said: 


"Mr. Chairman and Fallow Citizens— 
In a land like ours, where the govern* 
ment derives its just powers from the 
consent of the governed and where the 
officials for a short 
time 
exercise 
authority according to the law, it is 
only fair that those who are to choose 
by the ballot should bo permitted to 
come in contact with those who are 
candidates for high positions, and ps in 
this campaign it is very difficult for all 
of the people to iiad the necessary 
money, either gold or silver, to visit 
tbe candidate, I thought it might be 
worth while for the candidate to visit 
the people. 


"Then, too, I thought it might be 
well for one who is accused of being 
the candidate of a body of anarchists 
to show himself in order that you may 
judge whether he looks like cne who 
is bent upon destroying the govern- 
ment under which he lives. I belie/e, 
my friends, that th^re is no one in all 
this land who is more in love with our 
institutions than I. I glory in the 
liberty of our people and I glory in the 
opportunities which our nation pre- 
sents to every citizen and to the chil- 
dren of all who live beneath the flag."

TOO SLOW FOR DS 


Was the Breeze Yesterday and 
the Canada Won. 


Vaneedor's Friends 
Have 
Not 
t o s t 
n o p e and Say That Vessel 
Will Win Yet. 


TOLEDO, Ohio, Aug. 26,—The decided 
defeat of the American cup challenger 
yesterday by the Canadian yacht has 
not crushed the hopes of the Vence- 
dor's friends. They expect their boat 
to win today and insist they will be in 
the race until the 
finish. 
All they 
want is wind. 
They admit the Canada 
can outsail the Vencedor in anything 
less than a twelve mile an hour breeze, 
but with the wind above that rate they 
feel sure of winning with the Yankee 
boat. 
This morning the wind is higher 
than it was yesterday morning and the 
weather prophets predict still stronger 
and steadier breezes. The course today 
is straight away twelve miles\ and re- 
turn. 
This will be a beat to windward 
and a spinnaker run. 
The Vencedor 
will have the best of it in the beat to 
windward in a stiff breeze, but the 
Canada will run better before the 
wind. 
Her silk spinnaker is a marvel- 
ous sail and the way it worked yester- 
day caused the yachtsmen watching 
the race to open their eyes. 
Both 
boats went out into the lake early for a 
little spin. 


The start was delayed a half hour 
because of the Canada carrying away 
her topmost halyards. 
At 11:30 the 
gun was fired. The Vencedor got over 
the line in twelve seconds thereafter 
and the Canada' forty seconds aiter. 
The Vencedor is carrying her spinna- 
ker, club top sail, balloon jib and stay 
sail. The Canada has out her club top 
sail, big jib top sail and spinnaker. 
Some of the prettiest jockeying ever 
seen in a yacht contest was displayed 
before the start. 
The Vencedor was 
seemingly on the run all around the 
Canada. 
Tbe wind is now blowing 
twenty miles an hour and the Vence- 
dor is outfooting the Canada, with her 
sails filling better. 
She is rapidly 
forging ahead and now leads the Can- 
ada by a quarter of a mile. The wind 
has a tendency to shift into the west 
and there are indications of a squall.

GREEN BAY, Wis., Aug, 26.—The en- 
tire city of Ontonagon, Mich., a thriv- 
ing place of 2 000 inhabitants, wes 
swept from the face of the earth yester- 
day. 
Buip and ^desolation mark the 
spot where hundreds of coz7 cottages, 
huge lumber mills, business blocks and 
railroad build ings stood. 
The proper! y 
loss is fully 11,500,000 
Ontonagon 
owed its existence to the Diamond 
Match company, which had two large 
mills there. 
There the lumber for 
matches was cut, and prepared, and 
sent to tbe company's various, plants. 
The company virtually 
owned the 
town. 


MILAVAXJKEE, Wis, Aug. 26—Tele- 
graphic communication has not yet 
been established with Ontonagon, and 
details of the fire which wined thajt 
village out of existence yesterday after- 
noon are still lacking. Advices received 
by railway officials from stations within 
a few miles of Ontonagon are to the 
effect that only fifteen houses were left 
standing, but that no lives were lost. 
Fifteen hundred people are homeless 
at Rockland and other places in the 
vicinity of Ontonagon, to which the 
inhabitants 
fled 
last night. 
Belief 
measures are already under way. The 
Chicago, 
Milwaukee . and St. 
Paul 
railway had a car loaded with provisions 
this morning and succeeded in running 
it over the warped rails to within a 
quarter of a mile of Ontonagon. The 
provisions will suffice to feed the people 
today, but they are without shelter and 
would be in a pitiful plight in case of a 
storm. 
Other cars of provisions are on 
the way from Marianette, Green Bay 
and Milwaukee. It is probable that 
the state of Michigan will send a 
quantity of military 
tents for the 
people. 


A special from Houghton, 
Mich.^ 
gives the particulars of the fire, which 
originated in a swamp just south of the 
Diamond Match companv's mills, A 
forty mile gale swept the flames before 
it, and the planing mills, bos factory 
and immense dry kilns of the match 
company were soon a mass of ashes. 
The fi^mes then descended cn the 
business and residence quarter of the 
city, and finally lodged in 65,000,000 
feet of sawed lumber on the dock. The 
destruction of the village was complete, 
barely a dozen houses in the suburbs 
remaining standing. The onslaught of 
the flames was so sudden, that barely 
one in twenty succeeded in saving any 
of their eSects. The heat from the 
burning mills and lumber was so in- 
tense that the people were compelled 
to seek shelter under trees and drift- 
wood along the lake shore. 
Many 
walked to Bocklacd, fifteen miles away 
There are about 1,800 men, women and 
children without food or shelter. Many 
are insufficiently clothed and they Buf- 
fered severely last night. 


The Diamond Match company lost 
two fine saw mills, having a daily 
capacity of 450.0G0 feet, and other mills 
and buildings, worth in all nearly 
12 000,000, and lumber worth nearly 
$1,000,000. Insurance to the extent of 
$75,000 was carried with the Fleischeim 
agency, of Menoninee, and the Douglas 
and Van Ogden agencies at Houghton. 
The loss on the balance of Ihe \illage 
will foot up about $3,000,000, with 
$300,000 insurance. 
The fire is still 
burning in the lumber pile and it is 
impoBsible to go among the ruins 
Houghton and Hancock are raising 
provisions and clothing. 
Money is 
needed badly. A special to the Wis- 
consin irom Green Bay, Wis., says a 
car load of provisions, clothing and 
tents were sent to Ontonagon

DESERTS HIS WIFE 


After They Had Been Married 
for Tvro Months, 


The Act Said to Rave Been Beliberate- 


Was JOeafand Dnnib-->Body 


Kot Yet Identified. 


A man about sixty years old, said to 
bo a tramp, was hurled to his death by 
a street car on the West Jefferson 
street short line, at 10:30 o'clock this 
morning. 


Whether oi not it was a deliberate 
suicide will forever remain a mystery. 
To Motorman A. L. Bronson, of the 
car that struck him, and to a number 
of eye witnesses, it seemed to be a pre 
meditated act, but when it is taken 
into consideration that the stranger 
was deaf and dumb, the theory might 
be applied that he did not hear the oar 
approaching, owing to his fcffliction, 
and did not see it in time to escape. 
When Motorman Bronson passed Col- 
lege street, going east, on the last trip 
before the fatality, he saw the old man 
standing at the northeast corner of 
College and Jefferson streets. 
AB 
the car came back on its westward trip 
a few minutes later, and when within 
half a square of College street the old 
fellow started to cross the street. He 
had already passed over the car track 
when, as if he had suddenly changed 
his mind, he whirled around and was 
struck by the car. To eye witnesses it 
appeared that he had 
deliberately 
hurled himself to eternity. 


Bronson was running at an ordinary 
rate of speed at the time and is there- 
fore blameless in the matter. The 
wheels did not pass over the man's 
body. 
The brake beam dragged him 
along for a few feet, rolling the body 
and battering the head against the rails. 
Several wounds were inflicted, indicat- 
ing that death was almost instantan- 
eous. Among the witnesses of the 
accident were O. E. Lehneke, of 303 
West Washington 
street, and Mrs 
George D. Crane and daughter. To 
them it appeared that the man had 
killed himself. 


The body was conveyed in the city 
ambulance to Peltier's morgue to await 
identification. 
Coroner 
Harrod ex- 
amined the body, but could not find 
anything that would indicate who he 
was. The contents of the pantaloons 
pockets consisted of a miscellaneous 
collection of keys, about a dczan lead 
pencils, copies of a Chicago paper and 


THE SENTINEL and a Wabash timetable. 
In one of his coat pockets was found 
a slate and pencil, indicating that 
the deceased was deaf and dumb. In 
another pocket was found 
several 
leather thumb pieces, such as are used 
by journeymen tailors, and a thimble. 
Following this clew a SENTINEL reporter 
visited several tailoring establishments 
and found that the man had applied 
for work, saying he had recently come 
from Toledo, Ohio. 
But he had given 
no name. 


County Superintendent Felts, of the 
poor farm, says that the dead man is 
the same one whom he saw selling lead 
pencils on the streets not long since 
and a few days ago discovered him 
coming out of Schmitt's saloon, on 
South Broadway. 


It is not improbable that the de- 
ceased was a journeyman tailOr, and 
that he had been traveling over tha 
country in search of work. 
Friendless 
and homeless and almost penniless, he 
might 
have 
purposely 
ended his 
troubles. 


Three weeks ago a deaf and du,mb 
stranger, was arrested and locked \ 
for 
drunkenness. 
There 
is some 
difference of opinion as to whether this 
is the same man or not. That man 
gave his name as James Brady and 
claimed he came from Toledo. 
He was 
let go on a promise to get out of town. 


Lieutenant Lapp thinks this may be 
the same man and Superintendent 
Gorsline wired to the police authorities 
at Toledo this a'^ternoon. 


The dead man is five feet, seven 
inches tall, has a gray mustache and 
small goatee and iron gray hair. He 
weighs about 160 pounds.

THE RED CROSS SOCIETY. 


rbysloians Have Saved Thoasands of Slok 
Armeniana From Epidemica—^The Poor 
F a t I n a Position to Help Tbemselvei 
by Means of Seed, Parmin^ Tools, Sto. 


Mrs. Eldridge Smith of Washington 
has received a letter, under date of June 
28, from Constantinople, which gives a 
review of Clara Barton's work iu Ar- 
menia. The letter is as follows : 


"Almost six months have gone since 
I held your hand in mine and said the 
hurried goodby that gave hardly time 
to realize what was said. The snrround- 
ings have been all strange and new, and 
yet not hard to accommodate oneself to. 
We separated very soon - after reaclling 
Constantinople, and I have only seen 
Mr. Pullman, of my brave band of men, 
since they went out from me for the. in- 
terior of Asia Minor BO long ago that 
they climbed the mountains of snow to 
get there. Now tbe hot sun of summer is 
scorching them, and they are trying to 
set poor, hungry people to work getting 
seed into the ground and ward off the 
worst hunger of another winter. 
They 
have native men with them as inter- 
preters, dragomans and general help. 
Four expeditions of this kind have been 
in the field most of the time. Before the 
sickness was overcome there were five, 
two of them being medical. 


" I know you will be glad such good 
medical work has been done by us here. 
At one time we had from 13 to 15 doc- 
tors, druggists and assistffiits in the 
field, where there were from 8,000 to 
10,000 people suffering and dying of 
four Tflistincfc epidemics — dysentery, 
smallpox, typhus sold typhoid fevers. 
When our physicians first entered the 
smitten cities of Zeitun and Marash, 
they reported to me 100 dèaths per day. 
In six weeks those same physicians re- 
ported to me the sickness overcome and 
can be left safely in the> hands of the 
two or three local doctors, who have re- 
covered from the fevers and* can take 
charge of all the sick, if we give them 
nourishment. You toay be sure that we 
have done that, and there-ia no more 
sickness in those places than ordinary. 
They were so near starvation that the 
doctors had to feed them before they 
could keep any medicines tipon their 
stomachs, and; ¿ t e r they really got hold 
of'them and ccRild separate . them < and 
get them into the air and give them 
some beds and make them clean they 
lost but one patient 


"It was the most marvelous case I 
had ever heard of; Irbelieve the record 
of our Burgeon in charge -there, Dr.-Ira 
Harris of Tripoli, will become- one of 
the most r'^markable in the pages of 
medical history. 
Dr. 
Hubbeil 
took 
charge of a-smaller; field ^ of epidemics 
in i the: city of Arabkir, : where typhus 
and dysentery were raging, with some 
typhoid. 
He went in when 30 a day 
were dying, with a physician, nurse and 
assistants. I think they lost but two or 
three psftiehtSi got tho disease overcome 
iu a few weeks, and tJié doctor and his 
nurse and physician left their hospitals 
ill charge of other people and went on 
to new fields of agricultural help: rThey 
are now in Maiatia, providing aeed^ 
farming tools, clothing, food ; and su'^h 
medicine as is needed, trying, to get the 
people into a, way of raising something 
for themselves before the winter. They 
had ordered made and given hundreds 
of spinning'wheels and- looms, bought 
the raw cotton and given it to ' the wo- 
men, who havefipun it into yarn, which 
they have passed Over " to ' the womien 
with their new looms, who have made 
it into cloth and in tt rn given it to the 
woinen who cotild cub it into gàririents 
and make it up for the people, who had 
not .seen a new article, of clothing sinise 
they went through-their terrible scourge 
of last autumn. These wheels and looms 
will remain thè property of these peo- 
ple and be their means of livelihood and 
provide clOt'i for all the villages around 
them, as tlie-y used to do before they lost 
their implements. 
Tliis, my precious 
sister, is just a little sample oi some of 
the work that our men—my^men and 
your men—arc doing out in Asia Mi- 
nor. • 
r 
: 


"They ought, in all humanity to the 
sufferers, to remain v/ith them. 
They 
ought,, in humanity to themselves, to 
come away. You see what terrible labor 
it ie for them-^labor not only for hands 
and feet, but heads and hearts as well. 
I cannot tell you wben I can draw them 
off, but one day I trust I can take them 
across the great water; again, back to 
you and your glorious husband, whose 
heaits I know wait and yearn .to greet 
them. 'Mr. P^illman is at this moment 
far across town in old Stamboul, toiling 
over the rocky streets, wiping the per- 
spiration from his face, getting from 
bank to Bible house and legation and 
consulate, with half a dozen errands 
and a world qf business that never lets 
him up for a single hour. 
I will send 
his love to you both, for a great share is 
yours. 
Keep well, I pray you, my pre- 
cious friend,'and have a good strong 
grasp for us when we get home.

"I started in business when I was 
about 22 vears old," he went on.

had $460. 
My 
partner 
had 
about 
$1,000. 
We didn't 
know 
anything 
about the shoe business. Now, tho point 
I want to reach is this: With all my 31 
years of experience in the business, if I 
wanted to start iu the shoe business 
over 
again, what could I do 
with 
$1,460? What could I do with $14,600, 
or with $146,000? I would need a mil- 
lion at least to attempt to do now what 
I did then, and the 31 years of experi- 
ence don't count. It is to this state of 
affairs that the sbength of the discon- 
tented feeling iu the west is due. • A 
few men control everything nowadays. 
There's no show for the young man. 
The trusts and the corporations rre the 
people I flght, and that's why I—why 
the people support me. 
The free silver 
people tell them that free silver will 
help them out. 
They will fight, fight 
like wildcats, for free silver until they 
have given it a trial. 
If silver doesn't 
do what its advocates promise, they'll 
throw it over and try something else. 
And they'll keep on trying until they 
get some help somewhere. 


"The soil is the source of all wealth, 
and it isn't supporting peopife as it 
should. Now, Liverpool sets the price 
for all our farm products. The Ameri- 
can fai'mer comes into competition with 
India and Russia and all starvation. 
There isn't an American living in it for 
him. He works himself to de-ath and 
only gets 20 cents a day out of it. 
He 
shouldn't be forced to compete with tho 
dirty heathen. He ought to be protected. 
He wants protection, and he wants more 
money. He wants some of the money 
that tho sharks of Wall street are fight- 
ing with each other for. 


"You folks in the east don't appreci- 
ate the westerners' position because you 
can't realize it. 
You don't keep your 
eyes on the people who work with their 
hands. This country can't pull together 
until things are evened up. Our farms 
"are mortgaeed, and they are not even 
worth foreclosing on, they have depre- 
ciated |i.o. 
Oats are 8 cents a bushel, and 
coal is $1.23 more than it was a year 
ago. 
We burn com. 
We have got to 
have a market, and we want to be pro- 
tected. Either the other industries have 
got to come down to the farmer or the 
farmer must be raised up to them or 
something's going to bust. I don't blame 
any man for making 
the money he 
can, but, for God's sake, let him give 
somo one else a chance, too, when he 
can."-^New York Sun.

SYRACTSB, N. Y., Aug. 26 —William 


J. Bryan took up campaigning today at 
about an hour before the eun was up. 
After a few hours rest from the Utica 
meeting, which did not end until half 
an hour before midnight, and after a 
hurried bieakfast he aud Mrs. Bryan 
boarded the local 
passenger 
train 


which left Utica at quarter past seven. 
There was no parlor car on the train 
and they took seats in the common 
coach. The passengers crowded about 
them for handshakes and autographs. 
Sir. Bryan had little to say about the 
dinner with Senator Hill, which was 
undoubtedly one of the most important 
events of his New York tour. "It was 
purely a social affair,'' he baid to the 
representative of the Associated Press. 
Although tho absence of Senator Hill 
from the political meeting which fol- 
lowed the dinner was commented upon, 
the remarks made by the cacdidate in 
his Albany speech, which was fresh 
from WoKert's Roost, that the support 
of those who would not endorse every 
plank of the platform waa expecttil 
was commented upon as significant. 


There is a general impression among 


those with the candidate that he re- 
ceived assurances that Senator Hill will 
declare for the ticket. Two or three 
crossroads stations were passed without 
any demonstrations at the early hour, 
but at Rome there were 300 people, to 
whom the candidate spoke. He aaid: 
11 do not suppose the train will stop 
long enough for me to say anything to 
you, but I rather imagine, however, 
from what I can see, that you are not 
afraid of being overvrhelmned with a 
flood of money. Some of our opponents 
tell us that if we have free coinage of 
silver we will have so much money that 
we won't know what to do with it The 
enemies of silver say the gold of the 
country would go out of circulation 
and that we would not ba able to coin 
enough silver for our use.

Mrs. Bryan, exhausted by the exciting 
journey of the previous day, remained 
in her room at the Yale and for the 
first time in the campaign failing to 
hear her husband speak.

said:

In a land like ours, where the govern- 
ment derives ita just powers from the

There appears to 
be substantial 


agreement of opinion among business 
men that not only the present, but all 
national, political campaign are un- 
favorable to business. Tug SSNTISEL 
has heretofore favored late national 
conventions 
and short presidential 


campaigns. 
Long campaigns are de- 


plored in advance as disastrous, and to 
be, if possible, avoided, and the meet- 
ng of the national conventions is re- 
garded as the signal to take in sail and 
>repare for bad weather, which is ex- 
acted to lust until after the election. 


This feeling is and always has been 
o general that it must be considered 
something as having a biuis of reason. 


must bo the result of experience in 


the past. Yet why the choosing by a 
;reat free and supposedly intelligent 
people, by perfectly peaceful methods, 
of their chief magistrate should be an 
act necessarily attended by danger, 
diemter and calamity, by three or four 
months of partial suspension of busi 
ness, is not easily explainable. 


A political campaign should, it would 


seem, have nothing in common with a 
military and warlike campaign except 
in name. There is no enforced absence 
ot men from their ordinary pursuits; 
no confiscation or appropriation of 
private property for public use, nor 
destruction of the tame; no violent in- 
terference with the regular occupations 
of the butcher, baker and candlestick 
maker, and why should these and other 
merchants, manufacturers, artisans and 
laborers look forward to a period when 
the people are preparing to exercise 
their sovereign will at an election with 
(oreboding, as if the air was burdened 
with the "clash of resounding arms?' 


It may be said that it is because the 


attention of a large number of Ameri 
(,an citizens is in campaign times dis 
traded from their ordinary pursuit?, 
but this is a voluntary matter. Xo 
citizen is obliged to occupy any moreol 
his time or any more of his money than 
he may elect. Nobody is drafted into 
the political army or by any legal stat- 
ute taxed of his eubjt.ince for campaign 
purposes. What he shall do and con 
tribute is entirely his own affair. A 
campaign does not interfere with the 
operation of the laws of nature. A 
presidential campaign does not preven 
or hinder the growth of crop?, and most 
of them ate matured in this region be 
fore it begins. The laws of supply and 
demand continue in operation; human 
beings continue to eat and drink and 
wear clothes, the traffic in the neces 
saries of life which makes up the 
greater part of the business of the 
world ia not .naturally controlled or 
affected by the operation of choosing 
electors for president and vice prcsi 
dent of the United States. 
Why the 


disturbance? 


Subjected to invest igation and nnaly 


sis it would appear that this idea of an 
enforced depression of business for 
considerable period of every fourlh 
year is unreasonable and superstitious 
and the depression itself is needless 
No citizen is required to sacrifice his 
business interests. 
The question at 


issue is decided at last by a vote, which 
occupies at moat one day. Three or 
four months of entire or partial idle 
ness and distraction is not a necessary 
preliminary. There is no reason why 
the aveiage citi/.sn and voter should 
not continue his ordinary avocation 
and enjoy in it his usual prosperity. It 
is his duty and privilege to take time to 
vote when the day comes, but there hjs 
duty begins and ends. A thoroughly 
reasonable cimpaigu would be one in 
which each voter thoroughly informed 
himself, satisfied himself of his duty 
in tho premises, and as a fitting con- 
clusion went to the polls on election 
day and voted according to hia con- 
science and his honor. This implies 
no noise, no contention, no loss of 
time, no injury to business, snd the 
safety of the country would be as 
effectually preserved as with our pres- 
ent methods and consequent alarms.

The unusually 
large number o' persona killed and in- 
jured were on account of the serious 
collision of an excursion train of the 
Pennsylvania road and a passenger 
train of the Philadelphia a*d Reading, 
near Atlantic City. In July there were 
thirty-five collisions.

been going oo. with engineers and fire- 
men of the New York Central and it 
has resulted in numbers of engineers 
being taken of! their engines and the 
promotion of aa many fireman. These 
engineers have been put in the ahopu 
or yards, where they can perform their 
work without danger to the company's 
interests. It IB stated that one of the 
engingers on the Empire state express 
was of the number whose eyesight was 
deficient. It is related of one engineer 
that he earned many years $156 per 
month, living up to every cent of it; 
two weeks ago he was »u§pended on 
account of color blindness and is now 
wiping engines at West Albany for $6 
per week. Two Mohawk division en- 
gineer! who failed to pass the color test 
are running shifting engines in the 
Albany yard.
